The goal of British policy |7— 
in Persia is to realise conditions off’ 
security for her Iodian frontier and 
of pence for her trade relations with 
Persia, These have been the pria- 
cipal and, indeéd, the only aims. of 
our oliey in - that country, Tho} 
British have no desire to anuex an 
inch af territory in Persia or incur 
territorial responsiblities there. ‘The 
British Government is desirous of 
securing for Persia complete freedom 
and independence.’
